SENATE. 


Sacramento, April 7 ,1S80. 
The Senate m et pursuant to adjournm ent, Presi­ 
dent Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
The journal of yesterday was read and approved. 
Mr. Joh nston called attention to the bad conduct 
of one of the Pages of the Senate, and the Chair was 
authorized to appoint a com m ittee to investigate the 
subject. 
The Chair appointed as a Committee of Free Con­ 
ference on Senate Bill No. 174, Messrs. U ittell, John­ 
son and Nye. 
Mr. D avis presented and bad read from the desk 
a telegram signed by ail of the Board of Aldermen 
of Marysville in favor of the passage of Assembly 
Bill No. 534—An Act to prom ote drainage. 
TUR DEBRIS KILL. 
The Senate then resum ed consideration of Assem­ 
bly Bill No. 534—An Act to prom ote drainage. 
The following am endm ent, offered last night by 
Mr. L angford, was rejected by a vote of 16 ayes to 
22 no es: 
Mr. L a n g f o r d moved to amend Section 4 by strik­ 
ing out after the word “ the,” in line 2 of printed 
bill, the words “ Governor shall appoint,” and in­ 
serting in lieu thereof the following : 
“ Qualified 
electors of said district, at an election called by the 
Governor for th at purpose, shall elect by ballot.” 
Mr. Gorman offered an am endm ent to Section 24, 
to confine the work to this year. 
The am endm ent was lost. 
Mr. West moved to amend Section 16, line —, by 
striking out “ not to exceed” and insert “ of,” so as 
to fix the am ount of tax a t one-twentieth of one per 
cent, on the value of the property. 
If th at am end­ 
m ent was not adopted it would allow the tax to be 
almost nothing in some districts. 
Mr. Johnson said he would not have any objection 
to the am endm ent if he believed it to be constitu­ 
tional. 
He was not satisfied on th at point, while it 
was the opinion of many attorneys th at it would be 
unconstitutional. 
He was therefore opposed to the 
amendment. 
Mr. H o w ell favored the am endm ent. 
He did not 
believe it to be unconstitutional. 
Mr. S ea rs favored the am endm ent. 
Mr. Johnson said th at on further consideration 
the friends of the bill had come to the conclusion 
th at the am endm ent was not uuc3nslitutional, and 
they had no objection to it. 
Mr. W atson believed th at the am endm ent could 
do no good. 
He believed the Commissioners could 
be trusted to carry out the section in good faith. 
It 
was to the interest of all parties to carry out the 
bill fairly an J squarely. 
If this bill was not perfect, 
it w as at least the best th at had been offered. 
He 
believed the bill to be a good one. 
If the oppo­ 
nents of it did not think so, why had they not pro­ 
posed som ething better. 
These am endm ents hud 
all been of a frivolous character and would not bene­ 
fit the bill. 
He did not believe the present am end­ 
m ent would benefit the bill. 
Mr. D avis gave the reasons why the restrictive 
words sought to be stricken out were pu t in the bill. 
It was deemed necessary for th e protection of the 
districts. 
He was not entirely satisfied th at the 
am endm ent was constitutional, bu t he had no ob­ 
jection to its adoption. 
The roll was called and the am endm ent adopted, 
by a vote of 27 ayes to 10 noes. 
Mr. W est moved to amend Section 21, line 3, bv 
striking out after the word “ ta x ” the word “ of,” 
and insert the words “ not to exceed.” This was to 
apply to the tax levied on the State at large. 
Mr. D ickinson opposed the am endm ent. 
Section 
16 had ju st been amended to conform to Section 24, 
and now the gentlem an proposed to pu t into Section 
24 the exact words stricken out of Section 16. 
If 
those words were not good in one place they were 
not good in another. 
Mr. D am s also opposed the am endm ent. 
The 
Legislature was the best judge of how much tax 
shall be levied on the State at large. 
The am end­ 
m ent would leave it entirely to the Board of Equal­ 
ization. 
Mr. C iienbt held th at the am endm ent would make 
the section entirely nugatory. 
Under it no tax 
m ight be levied at all. 
It would give the Board of 
Equalization too m uch d seretion. 
Mr. S ea rs adm itted th at if the am endm ent was 
adopted it would cripple the bill, and m ight prevent 
its successful execution. 
He felt th at this was a 
question of State and even national importance, and 
he was willing to see the State at large do its share 
to avert the danger to the valleys. He believed th at 
the people of the State were willing to contribute $1 
out of every $2,000 to try the experim ent. 
He was 
opposed to the amendment. 
Mr, W est claimed th at the am endm ent was neces­ 
sary. 
He wanted it left so th at a less tax than one- 
tw entieth of one per cent, m ight he levied in the 
discretion of the Board of Equalization. 
Mr. HrrrsLL took occasion to say th at he was 
opposed to the bi.l in its present shape. 
He had 
had the pleasure and the honor to visit Marysville, 
Smartsville, Grass Valley and Nevada, and saw 
the damage th a t was done by the debris from the 
mines. 
He recognized the fact th at great damage 
was done and thought th at som ething should he 
done to rem edy the evil. 
But all th at should be 
done at present was merely an ex|>erinient—say at 
the place where the Yuba nver comes out of the 
foothills. 
He believed th at a dam could be built at 
th a t place. 
He would be in favor of a bill to provide 
for the building of such a dam, but he was opposed 
to a bill such as the bill before the Senate, which 
attem pted entirely too much, and which, in his 
opinion, would saddle upon the State for an in­ 
definite period a system, unequal and u njust in its 
operation, and wrong in many im portant particulars. 
The roll was called and the am endm ent was lost 
by a vote of 11 ayes to 25 noes. 
Mr. Sears moved to amend Section 17 so as to 
conform to the am endm ent adopted to Section 16. 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. Row ell moved to amend Section 24 so as to 
make the State tax “ one-fortieth of one per cent.,” 
instead “ one-twentieth of one per cent,” and made 
the same rem arks in favor of it as on the other 
am endm ents offered. 
Mr. W atson op]*>sed the am endm ent. 
The roll was called and the am endm ent lost by a 
vote of 16 ayes to 20 noes. 
Mr. A nderson moved to amend Section 5 so as to 
provide for the appointm ent of a resident Engineer 
and fix his powers and duties. 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. Anderson moved to pmend Section 19 by 
adding the following: 
“ Provided th at mines com­ 
monly known as river, ravine or placer mines shall 
not he included w ithin the provisions of this sec­ 
tion.” 
The section reads as follows: 
“ Section 19. [The owner or] owners, or the m anag­ 
ing agent of every hydraulic mine, or any mine 
using water to wash the earth or ores for mining 
purposes, which mine may he embraced, in whole or 
in part, within any drainage district to be formed or 
organized under this Act, and all mines the waters 
from which carrying sliekens, sand or debris there­ 
from, [runs] into any such d strict, shall, on or before 
the first day of July, A. D. 1650, and every year there­ 
after at the tim e required for rendering a statem ent 
to the Assessor for the purpose of assessing for State 
and county taxes, render to the Assessor of the 
county in which the m ine is located, a sworn state* 
m ent showing the num ber of m iners’ inches of 
w ater (of tw enty-four hours’ run) used by the mine, 
of which he is in whole or part owner or the manag­ 
ing agent, for the preceding year ending on the first 
day of March next preceding the rendition of such 
statem ent. 
The statem ent shall include, also, the 
name and description of the mine. 
Upon the re­ 
ceipt of such statem ent from the owner or m anag­ 
ing agent of such mines, the Assessor shall enter 
the same, in a separate column, in the duplicate 
assessment book provided for this Act, so th at it 
will show the num ber of m iners’ inches of water 
[(of each tw enty four hours’ ru n )] used by each of 
such mines w ithin the county for which he is As­ 
sessor.” 
Mr. Anderson spoke in favor of his amendment. 
The poor m iners working w ith a little sluice-box 
could not afford to pay this tax. 
They only make 
$ j or $6 a day, and it would drive them all out. 
Mr. Johnson opposed the am endm ent. 
He was 
not in favor of exem pting any m iner who was assist­ 
ing in doing this damage from paying his share of 
the tax. 
Mr. H i ll favored the am endm ent. 
He was in 
favor of allowing these poor m iners to use as much 
water as they desired w ithout being taxed for it. 
Mr. B r o w n favored the am endm ent. 
It would 
cost more to collect the tax than would be received 
from it. 
Mr. A nderson again strongly urged the adoption 
of the am endm ent. 
He thought it absolutely neces­ 
sary. 
Mr. W atson did not think the am endm ent neces­ 
sary. 
The Assessors would not tax these small op­ 
erations. He did not wish any of the m iners to shirk 
any of their share of the taxes. 
Messrs. R o w e ll and L angford favored the am end­ 
ment. 
Mr. W f .s t c o u ld sec no reason for m aking a dis­ 
tinction in favor of a poor m iner any m o r e t h a n a 
poor farmer. 
These poor miners sjxjken of were 
sending down their share of debris. 
Mr. Brow n moved as an am endm ent to the am end­ 
m ent to strike out the words “ or any mine ” in line 
two, so th at it would apply only to hydraulic mines 
Mr. D avis did not object to that am endm ent, but 
he did object to the am endm ent offered by Mr. An­ 
derson. 
The Legislature had no right lo exem pt 
any person from taxation. 
Mr. Conger was opposed to the am endm ent. 
It 
was an attem pt on the par», of the m iners to shirk 
their ¿hare of the taxes. They were doing the dam ­ 
age and ought to pay their share of th e ex penses. 
Mr. Pardee favored the am endm ent. 
He would 
be glad to exem pt all poor people. 
Mr. Johnson was opposed to the am endm ent. The 
m iners ought to pay their share of the tax. 
They 
had made their money on the ruin of the people of 
the valley. 
He wanted it understood that this bill 
did not suit him. 
He only supported the bill as a 
compromise m easure, as’ being the best that we 
could get this winter. 
There was a point to which 
he would not go. 
Exem pt the m iners from their 
share of this tax and there would be more votes 
against this bill. 
These m iners had done the dam ­ 
age a d ought to pay their share. 
Mr. C heney made a hot personal reply to Mr. 
Johnson 
JHe denied that the debris came from the 
present mines. 
The damage had been done fifteen 
years ago. 
He would oppose the amendment. 
Mr. G e o r g e opposed the am endm ent offered by 
Mr. Anderson. 
He had been inclined to favor the 
one offered by Mr. Brown more from policy than 
anything else, because he did not believe the tax 
could be collected on these sluice miners. 
Taking 
the whole view of the case, however, he was opposed 
to the amendment. 
Mr. S ea rs favored the am endm ent; also Mr. H ill. 
Mr. W atson said that these am endm ents were not 
introduced by the representatives from the mining 
counties who had favored this bill. 
He was opposed 
to the amendments. 
Mr. J ohnston opposed the amendment. 
Mr. Brown’s am endm ent was lost by a vote of 14 
ayes to 20 noes. 
’ The Senate then took the usual recess.

The Senate reassembled at lá O p . 
President 
Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present.

Senate Bill No. 401—An Act to add to P art II., 
Division 2, of the Civil Code, a new title, to be 
known as Title V., containing eighteen sections, to 
be numbered 678, 879, 880, 881, 882, 863, 884, 
885, 886, 887, 888, 889, 890, 891. 892, 893, 894 and 895. 
relating to m iuing (by Mr. Brown)—was read a third 
tim e, and passed by a vote of 25 ayes to 5 noe9. 
Senate Bill No. 332—Au Act to provide for the 
construction, m aintenance and regulation of fish 
ways (by Mr. Langford)—substitute was read a third 
tim e and passed by a vote of 28 ayes to 0 noes. 
8‘enate Bill No. 394—An Act to amend Section 811 
of the Penal Code, concerning the jurisdiction of 
m agistrates (by Mr. Nye)—was read a third time 
and passed by a vote of 26 ayes to 3 noes. 
Senate Bill No. 410—An Act to amend Section 
1313 of the Civil Code, concerning devises to charit­ 
able uses (bv Mr. Enos)—was read a third tim e and 
passed by a vote of : 1 ayes to 1 no. 
Senate Bill No. 429—An Act to amend Sections 
757 aud 758 of the Code of Civil Procedure (by Mr. 
Zuck)—was read a third time. 
Mr. H it t k ll spoke against the hill and Mr. Zuck 
in favor of it. 
The bill passed by a vote of 24 aves to 5 noes. 
Senate Bill No. 183—An Act to amend Sections 
3732, 3734, 3736, 3746, 3758, 3769, 3797, 3799, 3612, 
3881 of the Political Code, and to repeal Sections 
3733, 3738, 3893 and 3896 of said O d e , providing 
for a duplicate assessment book (by Mr. W endell)— 
was read a third tim e and passed by a vote of 26 
ayes to 1 no. 
Senate Bill No. 87—Ar» Act designating the places 
in which polls shall be lo ated (by Mr. Kane)—sub­ 
stitute was read a third tim e and j>assed by a vote of 
29 ayes to 1 no. 
Senate Bill No. 555—An Act m aking an appropri­ 
ation for the .State Printing Office for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1880 (by Mr. H illy- was passed by a 
vote of 26 ayes to 0 noes. 
Senate Bill No. 316—An Act to pay the holder* of 
certain Indian war bonds out of any money appro­ 
priated by Congress for the suppression of Iudiau 
hostilities now’ in the State Treasurer’s office and 
not otherwise appropriated (by Mr. Johnson)—was 
passed on the file. 
Senate Bill No 393—An Act entitled an Act to 
authorize D. M. Kenfield to sue the State of Califor­ 
nia (by Mr. Lampson)—was passed on the file. 
Senate Bill No. 377—An Act to amend Section 616 
of the Political Code, in relation to foreign insur­ 
ance companies (by Mr. Sears)—was read third time 
and passed by a vote of 22 ayes to 7 noes. 
Mr. Johnson gave notice of a motion to reconsider.

I have an interest in th is and I want to 
have it cleared up, and I insist that the testim ony or 
th e evidence be read go that the Senators can vote 
intelligently upon the report. 
The P resid en t—The Chairman of the com m ittee 
had leave to introduce a report, and th e evidence is 
a part of th e report. 
The reading of this report is 
called for and th e evidence w ould he a part of it. 
Mr. N eumann—I w ould cull for the ayes and noes, 
to see w hether this report shall be read now or not. 
I desire to explain m yself, since th e Senator from 
A lam eda has thrown ou t an insinuation that some 
Senators do not w ant th e investigation com pleted. 
The reading of th is evidence w ill unquestionably 
g ive rise to debate, and I do not want to see the 
afternoon wasted away.

The roll was called and th e am endm ent was lost 
by the follow ing vote—15 ayes to 21 noes. 
Mr. Anderson again offered his am endm ent to 
Section 19. 
A fter some discussion#the am endm ent was lost by 
a vote of 12 ayes to 25 noes. 
Mr. Skaek moved to am end Section 15 by provid­ 
ing for the appointm ent of a State Engineer, to be 
appointed by the Governor. 
The am endm ent was adopted. 
Mr. S ea rs offered an am endm ent to Section 24, 
embracing the same principle as the one offered by 
him last night.

The 
am endm ent limited the work to the im pounding of 
the debris, and did not touch swamp lands. 
Messrs. Dickinson aud D avis favored the am end­ 
ment. 
The am endm ent was adopted by a vote of 31 ayes 
to 5 noes. 
Mr. Zuck moved to strike out all of Sections 21, 
22 and 23 of th e hill. 
He held th at this would con­ 
fine the work entirely to the im pounding of debris. 
Messrs. Johnson and W atson opposed the am end­ 
m ent. 
Mr. G lascock said he represented about 40,000 or 
50,000 acres of swamp land and he did not w ant the 
three dollar tax levied. 
Mr. R o w e ll also favored the am endm ent, taking 
the saíne ground a* in his argum ents on the other 
am endm ents.

Mr. D ickinson tpoke against the amendment.

Tuesday evening in the Senate, while the 
debris bill was under consideration, Senator 
Kane used this language : “ I assert and will 
maintain that I was offered §500 last night to 
vote for this bill, and §500 more when the 
bill was passed.” 
Mr. Dickinson asked that 
the words be taken down. 
The Secretary 
took down and read the words from the desk. 
A committee was then appointed to investi­ 
gate, consisting of Senators Enos, Pardee and 
Neumann. 
The committee met yesterday morning. 
Mr. Kane appeared before it, accompanied 
by Sears and Zuck, as his advisers. 
Senator 
Enos presided, and swore Mr. Kane to tes­ 
tify. 
Mr. Kane—When I made the statement 
last night, I asked Senators Sears and Zuck 
to appear for me here. 
I suppose you have 
no objection to their speaking for me. 
Mr. Enos—Certainly not. 
Mr. Kane will 
now make his statement. 
Senator Kane wub then sworn, and said: 
“ A ll I have to say is what I stated on the 
Senate Hoor. 
That transaction occurred. But 
it was couhdential, and not for a million dol­ 
lars would I divulge it. 
But I told the man 
1 would burst it on the floor of the Senate, 
and save my city §127,000.” 
Mr. Enos—Is that all you have to say ? 
Mr. Kane—I decline to name the man who 
made the offer. 
Enos—State the place ? 
Kane—In my room. 
Enos—When ? 
Kane—Two or three days ago. 
Enos—What was offered ? 
Kane—Just as I told you—§500 to vote for 
the bill, and §500 wheu the bill passed. 
Enos—When ? 
Kane—Two or three nights ago. 
Em s —Any one else present'! 
Kane—No. 
Enos—What time was it? 
Kane—After the evening session. 
Enos—After the bill was up ? 
Kane—The drainage bill. 
Enos—W as it in relation to the debris bill? 
Kane—I suppose s o ; that’s what they 
call it. 
Enos—W as money there? 
Kane—Money was pulled out of his pocket 
and a piece of paper around it. 
Enos—Gold or greenbacks ? 
K ane—I judge it was greenbacks. 
Enos—Was it offered to you? 
Kane—It was there and I might take it. 
Enos—Where ? 
Kane—In the man’s hand. 
Enos—What reply did you make? 
Kane—I said I was not in the Legislature 
to sell myself. 
Enos—Did he say he would give it to you 
to vote for the bill and §500 if it passed ? 
Kane—Yes, he said so. 
Enos—W hy won’t you give his name ? 
Kane—Because I hate the role of informer. 
Where I was raised in Ireland the informer 
was despised. 
I said I would tell of it, but 
wouldn’t and won’t send any man to prison. 
You can send me there, but I will send no 
one. 
Enos—Did you inform any one of it before 
you told the Senate ? 
Kane—No. 
Enos— Have you any witnesses or circum­ 
stances to cite? 
Kane—None that I know of. 
Senator Pardee—Where do you room, sir ? 
Kane—Eighth street, J and K. 
Pardee—is it a private or public house? 
Pardee—P rivate; kept by Mrs. McGin- 
niss, a poor woman with children. 
I went 
there to help her a bit. 
Pardee—Did the man ever approach you 
for a like purpose, directly or indirectly, 
since you were in the Senate ? 
Kane—N ot directly ; no, never. 
Pardee—On the .Revenue bill, for in­ 
stance ? 
Kane—Oh, on that there was lots of out­ 
side influence. 
Pardee—Any money ? 
Kane—W ell, if one cared, it was there. 
Pardee—Did you see any? 
Kane—I saw none. 
Pardee—Was it the same man? 
Kane—No, sir. 
Pardee—Y ou regard this Senate as one of 
the highest tribunals ? 
Kane—Yes. 
Pardee—You understand that you made 
charges that may be taken to implicate every 
Senator unless explained? 
Kane—I stated that I did not implicate 
any Senator or Assemblyman. 
rardee—You know the law concerning 
bribery ? 
Kane—Yes, and wanted to break up the 
third house. 
Pardee—Now you have it in your power 
to break it down. 
W e demand of you to re­ 
veal the man who sought to bribe a State 
Senator. 
Kane—Doctor, I can’t do it. 
’Tis a sacred 
principle with me, as sacred as to the priest 
in the confessional. 
I am ready to be pun­ 
ished, but not to divulge. 
Pardee—We, the committee, feel it our 
sacred duty to go to the bottom of this affair. 
W e want to probe it to the very center, and 
we demand and ask of you to tell us the 
name. 
Kane—I can’t do it, on my word and honor 
as a man and Senator. 
I said that I would 
blow it, but the name indeed is Sacred, and I 
never will divulge it. 
Pardee—W hat security have we got that 
this is not all moonshine? 
Kane—I believe in an oath, in God and in 
the Bible, and I will take my oath before a 
Notary- that what I stated before the Senate 
last night is so. 
Pardee—Then you peremptorily refuse ? 
Kane—Ye3; I can’t give the name. 
* Enos—Can’t you give any other circum­ 
stance to throw light on the matter? 
Kane—I have knowledge of no other. 
Enos—Was anyone seen leaving or coming 
to your room? 
Kane—I can’t say. 
Pardee— Do you know whether money has 
been used with others ? 
Kane—Only as to myself. 
W e often have 
suspicions. 
Pardee—Didn’t he tell you that it is a 
common occurrence for Senators to receive 
money—that their expenses are heavy and 
they have to do it, etc.? 
Kane—No ; I can’t say he said so. 
Pardee—Did he say he gave it to others ? 
Kane—N o; I am positive he did not. 
Enos—How long did this interview last? 
Kane—Probably half an hour. 
Pardee—W hat did you say to him—that 
you would divulge it? 
Kane—I did. 
Enos—This took place, then, early Satur­ 
day or Sunday night. W hy did you not come 
to the Senate at once and report it? 
Kane—That time—well, at that time it did 
not come up. 
It was in time when the bill 
came up. 
Pardee—Now, Mr. Kane, the committee is 
unanimously of the opinion that it is your 
duty to give the name of the individual that 
tried to bribe you to vote against your con­ 
scientious convictions and duty, and we de­ 
mand it of you that you give the name as a 
duty to this committee, to the Senate, the 
State and the people. 
Kane—I cannot do it. 
Pardee—You refuse ? 
Kane—I do. 
Pardee—Do you know you are treating 
the committee and Senate with contempt ?

Enos—Nor I. 
Neumann—If he don’t reveal I favor re­ 
porting him to the Senate for contempt.

Pardee—We have told him that. 
Kane—I mean no contempt. 
M y sacred 
honor is as dear to me as life. 
Neumann-—You are laying yourself liable 
to prosecution for compounding a felony. 
You still peremptorily refuse to tell? 
Kane—I do. 
Senator Sears—Had you any talk with the 
man before ? 
Kane—Yes. 
Sears—As to the drainage bill ? 
Kane—Y e s; on the sidewalk. 
Sears—What was said ? 
Kane—Can’t say exactly. 
Sears—Give the substance. 
Kane—Can't give it. 
Sears—Did he make an offer of bribery ? 
Kane—Well, he talked the same way. H e 
asked me if I had any objection to talk. 
I 
said I would talk with anyone. 
Sears—Did he talk of influencing your 
vote ? 
Kane—Yes ; the same as I have said. 
Sears—Then he made you an offer of a 
81.000? 
Kane—Yes ; that's it. 
Sears—I mean §500 for your vote and $500 
when the bill passed ? 
Kane—Y es. 
Sears—When was that ? 
Kane—The dav before or the same day. 
Sears—What did you say ? 
Kane—I told him I would not Bell. 
Sears—Then he said he’d call ? 
Kane—Yes.

Pardee—Thick or fat ? 
Kane—Oh, medium ; neither thick nor fat. 
l ’ardee—How was he dressed ? 
K a n e —C an’t say. 
Pardee—In white ? 
Kane—Oh, no. 
Pardee— Brown ? 
Kane—Can’t say. 
Pardee—Snuff-color ? 
Kane—Oh, you might say brown, snuff- 
color or black. 
Pardee—Well, he had a dress?

Wickersheimer.

states that Prof. Barbeck, at a recent meet­ 
ing of the Philadelphia Academy of Sciences, 
described the wonderful effects of this fluid, 
which has the power of preserving not only 
the color and form, but also the elasticity of 
vegetable or animal_ tissues which may be 
prepared by immersion or injection. 
The 
formula for the preparation of the fluid Is aa 
follows: In 3,000 grams of boiling water 
dissolve alum, 100 grams; common salt, 25 
gram s; saltpeter, 12 gram s; carbonate of 
potash, 60 grams ; arsenious acid, 10 grams. 
After cooling and filtering, add to every 10 
liters of the solution four liters of glycerine 
and one liter of methylic alcohol.

HAZING AT WEST POINT. 
A revolting story of hazing comes from 
W est Point. We suppose that it would 
be called hazing there, though the law 
-would describe it as burglary and mayhem. 
Three masked men broke into the room of 
a colored cadet in the barracks, and after 
dragging him out of bed and beating him, 
they cropped and slit his ears. There ap­ 
pears to be no room for doubt that the 
perpetrators of this brutal outrage were 
cadets, and possibly they regarded it as 
nothing more than a practical joke. It is 
unfortunately the fact that a marked dis­ 
position to brutality has long characterized 
not only West Point but many colleges 
and universities. Where young men are 
brought together they seem p^nc to resort 
to savage ways in many respects, and not a 
few of the college usages in regard to the 
treatment of newcomers are as barbarous 
and cruel as can well be imagined. It has 
not usually been found possible to 
abolish these disgraceful customs in 
our civil colleges and other institutions of 
learning, owing to the feebleness of the dis­ 
cipline, but at West Point no such excuse for 
tolerance exists, and the punishment of this 
last outrage ought therefore to be swift 
and exemplary. As no cadet can become 
an “ officer and a gentleman ” save by the 
renunciation of all brutality of disposition 
and habit, so it may be inferred from the 
character of this deed that its perpetrators 
are incapable of being civilized to the point 
which would render them a credit to the 
army of the United States. They must be 
irreclaimable ruffians, in fact, and they 
should be expelled from the military col­ 
lege as soon as they are convicted. Only 
so severe an example can put a stop to the 
abominable barbarities which have been so 
common in places of this kind of late 
years. 
BISMARCK'S RESIGNATION. 
Prince Bismarck's resignation appears to 
have been inspired by a parliamentary de­ 
feat, and therefore it will be generally re­ 
garded as liis way of overcoming obnoxious 
majorities. Whenever he has a bill before 
the Reichstag which he cannot force through, 
he is apt to become convinced that the 
state of his health requires retirement. As 
the State cannot do without him, and as 
nobody knows this better than he does, 
theresult is not doubtful. The opposition 
is frightened at the effects of its own ob­ 
stinacy, the Emperor is alarmed at tiie 
prospect of losing his right hand, the busi­ 
ness men apprehend some financial convul­ 
sion, and everybody works with a will to 
get the difficulties out of the Chancellor’s 
path, and to enable him to withdraw 
his resignation. 
He has threatened 
to resign a good many times now, but it is 
evident that he cannot really leave his 
place at the head of affairs. He is one of 
those men who are from the very nature of 
the case destined to die in harness, and no 
matter what the degree of weariness and 
despondency they may feel, there is not 
and cannot be any relief for them. This is 
one of the penalties which belong to such 
careers as Bismarck’s. His peculiar genius 
has created a situation with which he alone 
can deal. No doubt this is a serious dan­ 
ger for the Empire, but there would have 
been no Empire had Bismarck not been at 
the helm, and so the evil must be ac­ 
cepted with the good. 


SENATOR 
KANE’S CHARGE OF AT­ 
TEMPTED BRIBERY. 


THE PAPER DUTY. 
A recent vote in the House of Repre­ 
sentatives showed the existence of a strong 
feeling in favor of abolishing the duty c n 
printing paper, proposed by the Fort bill; 
but as type, salt, and several other articles 
have been inserted in the bill, no doubt for 
the express purpose of killing it, it may be 
necessary to bring forward the paper duty 
by itself before anything can be done. The 
successful war on the quinine duty last 
year has shown the Free Traders the right 
policy to pursue. It is useless to pour 
broadsides into the tariff as a whole, but a 
good deal may be effected by singling out 
particular articles, and exposing the injus­ 
tice and folly of the duties upon them. 
The protectionists of course all flock to­ 
gether whenever any part of the tariff is 
attacked, but they cannot cloud the issue 
when a single item is being considered, and 
so the public get at the bottom facts. It 
is the more probable that the paper duty 
will be repealed, because Congressmen are 
largely, if not entirely, dependent upon the 
press for the furtherance of their political 
ambitions, and because they now have rea­ 
son to know that the Congress which re­ 
fuses to abrogate this iniquitous tax will 
stand very Little chance of being concerned 
in any future legislation. 


Senator Kane has made a charge of at­ 
tempted bribery against some person whose 
name he positively refuses to give, and un­ 
der circumstances which render it very 
difficult to understand his motive in call­ 
ing the attention of the Senate to the mat­ 
ter at all. If, as he says, some person 
came to his room, and there, in the ab­ 
sence of witnesses, offered him $500 in 
money to vote for the debris bill, and 
promised him $500 more when the bill 
passed, it ought to have been obvious to 
him that the only possible way of resent­ 
ing the proposition and securing the pun­ 
ishment of the offender, would have been 
to give the man’s name to the Senate. 
Even then, however, the conviction of the 
alleged bribe-giver would have been im­ 
possible, since according to the Senator’s 
own showing the transaction was not 
witnessed by any one but himself, and 
his assertion would be balanced • by the 
denial of the defendant. Conviction for 
bribery is always very difficult, but 
the case as stated by Mr. Kane, and as still 
further obscured by his peculiar views of 
his personal obligations, presents insur­ 
mountable difficulties. There can bo no 
doubt that the existence of a very general 
suspicion as to the character of the influ­ 
ences used about legislative bodies in 
these days renders it highly desirable that 
whenever conspicuous examples of virtue 
iu public men occur, they should be ac­ 
corded due prominence. It is equally de­ 
sirable that whenever it becomes possible 
to fasten a charge of bribery upon a guilty 
person, the prosecution should be urged in 
the most vigorous and uncompromising 
way. But it is very much to be doubted 
whether any good effects can result from 
the promulgation of charges which are not 
only incapable of proof as related, 
hut the investigation of which is ut­ 
terly obstructed by the fantastic notions 
of honor possessed by the accuser. 
The 
law, which does not deal in such 
tine-drawn and subtle theories of personal 
obligations as govern Senator Kane, char­ 
acterizes the position he has created for 
himself as criminal. 
It says that when 
anyone is cognizant of a crime, but refuses 
to give such information as would assist 
in the conviction of the criminal, he him­ 
self is guilty of compounding a felony. It 
seems probable that Senator Kane did not 
fully realize the seriousness of the embar­ 
rassment into which his strange doctrines 
have plunged him, but it is nevertheless 
true that he has exposed himself to very 
grave consequences, and even to suspicions 
of no little consequence. 
For the state­ 
ment he has made is not wholly personal in 
its implications. He has assumed the ex­ 
istence of a systematic attempt to procure 
the passage of an important measure by 
bribery ; and in doing this he has by indi­ 
rection suggested a doubt as to the purity 
of the motives of every one of his col­ 
leagues who supports that measure. 
He stands before the Senate making an 
ostentatious boast of his incorruptible hon­ 
esty, declaring that somebody has at­ 
tempted to bribe him to vote for a bill 
which he says is a bad one ; and in mak­ 
ing this declaration it is clear that he 
leaves it to be inferred that his colleagues 
who have not opposed the bill may have 
been visited as he was, and may not have 
resisted the temptation as he lias resisted 
it. All this is inevitably suggested by the 
statement lie has made, and yet this state­ 
ment yields absolutely no results to analy­ 
sis, and, singular as it may appear, because 
the accuser himself stubbornly refuses to 
give the only proof in his power that the 
whole story is not a iiction. Thus he 
brings forward a charge which, rightly re­ 
garded, is a charge against more than 
half the Senate. He fixes a stigma upon 
every man who supports the debris bill. 
And yet when a committee of inquiry is 
appointed he flatly refuses to proceed 
any further in his revelations. 
Senator 
Kane has told either too much or too little. 
Too much, if his story is not true. Too 
little, if it is true. He has smirched his 
colleagues, and he has not vindicated him­ 
self. He has assumed the extraordinary 
position of a r\an who is too honest to 
accept a bribe, but not honest enough to 
refrain from compounding a felony. Sen­ 
ator Kane has, we believe, hitherto borne 
the reputation of being an upright man, 
but it cannot fail to be perceived that the 
attitude in which he now appears is con­ 
sistent with the theoiy of a conspiracy 
to defeat the debris bill by producing the 
suspicion of bribery through statements 
so vague as to leave plenty of loopholes 
for evasion when proof is demanded. 
We do not assume that such a conspiracy 
exists, or that Senator Kane has been a 
party to it. 
But we are aware that 
desperate and unscrupulous efforts have 
been made to defeat this bill, and 
we cannot but recognize the possibility 
that just such a trick as we have suggested 
might have been resorted to when it be­ 
came evident that the measure could not 
be beaten by honorable means. In any 
case Senator Kane has shown contempt of 
the Senate, and has made himself liable to 
severe punishment at the hands of that bod)'. 
There can be no justification for his refusal 
to give the name of the alleged offerer of 
bribes, and he has no right to complain if 
the public, and even his own colleagues, 
refuse to accept his assurances that he has 
been actuated solely by a regard for his 
honor and the dignity and fair fame of the 
Senate.

THE RIGHT TO BEAR ARMS. 


true that among American citizens the 
right to bear arms has seldom been 
abused, and it might be conceded that if 
American citizens alone were in question, 
no serious need for abridging that privi­ 
lege would exist. But iu San Francisco 
the disposition to lawlessness and incen­ 
diarism has been manifested most conspic­ 
uously by an element which is to all prac­ 
tical intents alien. 
This element has 
shown itself both ignorant of and hostile 
to the democratic methods of political 
agitation. It has sought to secure by 
brutal terrorism what it could not win at 
the polls. It has abandoned ballots for 
bullets; and it has threatened violence 
where Americans would have threatened 
political antagonism alone. In these and 
many other ways this turbulent element 
has made it plain that it cannot be trusted 
to abide by republican modes of redressing 
grievances and advancing opinions, hut 
that it has a marked preference for ille­ 
gitimate and anarchical proceedings. Its 
gross ignorance of the spirit of American 
institutions has appeared in its outrage­ 
ous abuse of free speech, between the 
exercise of which and the most scandalous 
licentiousness of utterance it has been in­ 
capable of distinguishing. To put furtfcer 
confidence in the moderation or intelli­ 
gence of those who have thus disgraced 
and travestied republican liberty, would 
be fatuous. The community has as a last 
resort been compelled to seek for remedies 
in extra-legal proceedings, and at one time 
it seemed scarcely possible that a disas­ 
trous conflict eould be avoided. 
W ith 
these facts in mind the Legislature would 
exhibit little sagacity did it fail to per­ 
ceive that the circumstances are altogether 
different from those in which it has here­ 
tofore been compatible with the public 
safety to allow arms to be borne at the 
discretion of all. In fact the existing situ­ 
ation is peculiar, and it calls for peculiar 
treatment. If in a democratic community 
there is seen to be an ignorant anil un­ 
assimilated element, which is strongly dis­ 
posed to abuse every privilege accorded to 
it, and which cannot be trusted to employ 
innocently the freedom to which it is un­ 
accustomed, it will be found necessary to 
place restrictions upon that element, and 
to deprive it of whatever rights it shows 
itself incapable of exercising intelligently 
and harmlessly. Such a situation we have 
in San Francisco at present, and it calls for 
the enactment of the law which the As­ 
sembly has before it. 
LORD GRANVILLE. 
Lord Granville, who is probably to be 
the Liberal leader in the House of Lords, 
is one of the bluest-blooded nobles in Eng­ 
land. He combines in his veins the aris­ 
tocratic life-current of tlieLeveson-Gowers, 
the Howards and the Cavendishes. That 
he should he a Liberal is therefore natu­ 
rally curious ; hut his place in the Liberal 
party is none the less prominent, and his 
services are indispensable. He is a man of 
extremely high culture and breeding, re­ 
fined to a fault, almost, full of a delicate 
humor and quiet wit, of that subdued and 
subtle flavor which alone finds acceptance 
in the saloous of the great houses. His 
mission is to constitute a connecting link 
between the radicalism which gives its 
robustness to Liberalism, and the conserv­ 
ative and Tory instincts of the old nobility. 
In the House of Commons he would be 
thrown away, and even in the upper 
House he is quite unfit for any serious 
and masculine encounters such as were 
witnessed there in the time of Chatham. 
Lord 
Granville 
can 
be 
depended 
upon not to offend his colleagues by any 
rudeness of sentiment or solecism of man­ 
ner. 
lie is happy in little epigrammatic 
speeches, but he is not made of heroic 
stuff, and is no more to be compared to 
Mr. Gladstone as regards intellectual fiber 
than a Dresden China statuette is to be 
compared with a colossal bronze statue. 
Lord Granville has indeed developed some­ 
what during the past five years, but he 
will never be a great statesman, nor could 
he lead his house successfully unless he 
was supported at every step by a far 
stronger intelligence behind him. Even 
with such support we suspect that Lord 
Beaconsfield will prepare for him many 
unhappy and perplexing surprises in the 
next Parliament. 
USELESS ROORBACKS. 
It would be a real relief if the news man­ 
ufacturers of Washington and New York 
would refrain from sending out those fre­ 
quent reports about the rumored with­ 
drawal of some Presidential candidate. It 
is a well-known fact that though Presiden­ 
tial candidates sometimes die, and often 
are beaten, they never withdraw. And 
when, as in the present case, the candi­ 
dates whose withdrawal is talked of are 
Grant and Tilden, the thing becomes too 
ridiculous to be warrantable. 


A MODEL DOCUMENT. 


It is objected to the bill prohibiting 
armed parades by civil and political organ­ 
izations, that it Í3 in contravention of the 
constitutional guarantee of the right of the 
citizen to hear arms ; that it is an aban­ 
donment of a usage which has existed since 
the foundation of the republic ; that this 
usage has never had any had results, and 
that the proposed measure is an unjustifi­ 
able concession to a few timid people. In 
the first place, the right of the State to de­ 
termine under what limitations arms may 
be borne is one of the few remnants of 
sovereignty not yet abrogated by the 
United States Supreme Court. The State 
lias full authority to declare that arms 
shall be borne by the militia alone. Muni­ 
cipalities have long prohibited the carry­ 
ing of concealed weapons, though it might 
be argued that this prohibition contravenes 
the constitutional provision also. 
In the 
second place, arguments from the antiquity 
of a custom cease to be valid the moment 
it appears that the conditions which ori­ 
ginally justified the custom have changed. 
A custom may well have been harmless a 
hundred years ago, which would be danger­ 
ous to-day. The consideration which law­ 
makers must set before them is, W hat are 
the existing circumstances 7 In the present 
case the existing circumstances are notori­ 
ous. In San Francisco for several months 
past sedulous efforts have been made 
to 
organize 
armed 
companies 
for 
the carrying out of purposes wholly in­ 
compatible with a just regtrd for the 
safety of the community and the preser­ 
vation of law and order. It is perfectly 


The following is the report of the Senate 
Select Committee, of Wisconsin, on the 
constitutional amendment in regard to the 
liquor traffic : 
The Select Committee to whom was re­ 
ferred Joint Resolution No. 10, to amend 
the Constitution, has had the same under 
consideration, aud reports the same hack 
with the recommendation that the same be 
concurred in. Your committee would pre­ 
fer that the proposed amendment was 
wider in its scope, and more general in its 
application, believing that the whole liquor 
traffic is a national disgrace, and fraught 
with consequences destructive and degrad­ 
ing. That the exemption of beer anil na­ 
tive wines from the operation of the pro­ 
posed amendment is on a parallel with 
saying that disease and death may be en­ 
; couraged in a mild form, but not otherwise ; 
that murder, perjury or robbery should be 
encouraged on a small scale, but should not 
he encouraged to any considerable extent; 
that small snakes shall be encouraged to 
live, and the rearing of them be made a 
legitimate industry, while larger reptiles 
shall be placed under the ban of the law. 
But if this Legislature is unable to take a 
robust, manly stride toward good govern­ 
ment, good order, domestic peace and ma­ 
terial prosperity, your committee would 
encourage even this halting, tottering step 
upwards towards a purer political exist­ 
ence, remembering that “ Heaven is not 
gained by a single bound," but that “ We 
build the ladder by which we rise from 
the lowlv earth to the vaulted skies, 
round by round.” 
A C elestia l “ R ip .”—Never heard the 
Chinese version of Rip Van Winkle, have 
you ? The Chinese Rip was a patriarch 
named Wang Chih. He was gathering 
firewood one day on the mountain of Ku 
Chow, when he found a grotto where some 
old men were playing chess.

T he C hinese Q u estio n —-Secretary E varts 
rrm lile d w ith a S h arp stick .

W ashington, April 7th.—Representative 
Willis, of Kentucky, last Friday wrote to 
Secretary Evarts that he intended to offer a 
resolution iu the House, calling attention to 
the fact that the President had made no re­ 
sponse to the resolution of Februaiy 25th, 
by which he was requested to furnish infor­ 
mation, if not incompatible with the public 
interests, as to what progress had been made 
in the matter of negotiation with China for a 
modification of the Burlingame treaty. Sec­ 
retary Evarts, instead of replying to this let­ 
ter in the usual manner, called upon Mr. 
Willis personally, and requested him to with­ 
hold his resolution for a few days, and the 
matter would be attended to. Willis accord­ 
ingly waited until yesterday, and then again 
wrote to Secretary Evarts, stating that he 
would be obliged by his sense of public duty 
to offer the resolution without further delay, 
unless positively assured that the House in­ 
quiry of February 25th would be answered 
very soon. This last communication to-day 
elicited from Mr. Evarts an unofficial letter 
to Mr. Willis, saying that an answer is being 
prepared and will he sent to th“ House of 
Representatives without delay. Willis being 
still dissatisfied with the vagueness of the 
expression “ without delay,” t' en inquired 
what limit of time it was intended to indi­ 
cate, aud Evarts finally promised that the 
answer (which will he in the form of a message 
from the President) shall be sent iu during 
the present week. 
The M ining D ebris an d P u b lic la ml 
Q uestions. 
(Special to the Rkcord-Ukiox. 1 
W ashington, April 7th. — The House 
Committee on Mines and Mining being 
called for reports to-day, Berry reported the 
joint resolution heretofore agreed upon by the 
committee, which provides for the appoint­ 
ment of a Commission of two civil engineers 
and one officer of the Coast Survey, to inves­ 
tigate the debris question, and appropriates 
6250,000, to be forthwith expended under the 
directions of the Secretary of War, for the 
protection of the navigable streams of Cali­ 
fornia from furthered injury by the loosened 
debris now in the mountain gorges. The 
joint resolution was placed on the calendar 
for future action. It will have to await its 
turn, and is not likely to be leacbed for two 
months or more. Berry also submitted, in 
connection with this measure, a written ar­ 
gumentative report, the points of which have 
been already telegraphed. 
The House Mining Committee also to­ 
day reported a substitute for that por­ 
tion of the Public Land Commissioner’s 
bill which relates to mineral lands. The 
principal changes made hv the committee are 
as follows : The new bill allows locators to 
hold their claims for one year before discover­ 
ing mineral deposits, and gives them three 
years to apply for patents. No person will 
be allowed to take up a second claim until he 
shall either have struck minerals in his first 
location or else have abandoned it. The ob­ 
ject of this proviso is, of course, to prevent 
the wholesale absorption of mineral lands. 
The new bill provides that contests as to 
priority of location, etc., shall he settled 
by the Courts, as at present. The House 
committee fix the price of mineral lands at 
$2 50 per acre, instead of $5 now charged, 
aud they fill the blank concerning the area 
locatable by any one person or association by 
making the maximum a square of 090 Get or 
its equivalent in any rectangular shape, pro­ 
vided, that neither dimension shail exceed 
1,500 feet. The committee have not yet 
taken final action upon this hill, and their 
object in reporting it to-day is to have it 
printed, so that copies may he mailed to all 
the mining States and Territories ard elicit 
detailed comments, suggestions aud general 
expressions of opiuion from all persons inter­ 
ested. The committee will take no further 
action in regard to the subject until they 
shall thus have afforded the Western people 
full opportunity to examine aud discuss the 
whole measure. 
M are Islam l Navy Var«l and Its In ju ry by 
M ining Debris,

W ashington, April 7.—The House Com­ 
mittee on Naval Affairs will next Monday 
take up the documents received from Secre­ 
tary Thompson some time ago exhibiting the 
extent to which the Mare Island Navy Yard 
approaches have been shoaled, aud will there­ 
upon address themselves to a determination 
of the question as to what should he done 
about it. The California representatives in 
the House are invited to be present at this 
meeting, as it will undoubtedly lead to im­ 
portant general inquiries concerning the min­ 
ing debris question. They will all attend it. 
ra c itlc R ailroad S in k in g F u n d . 
W ashington, April 7th.—The bill reported 
to the House to-day from the Committee on 
Pacific Railroads proposes to alter and amend 
the Sinking Fund Act of May, 1878, com­ 
monly known as the Thurman Act, and the 
Act amendatory thereto, iu the following 
particulars: 
First—It authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to invest the sinking fund of the 
Union Pacific and Central Pacific Railroads 
in bonds of the United States other than five 
per cent, bonds, or in first mortgage bonds of 
the companies, as he may elect. 
Second—It extends the time of settlement 
necessary to ascertain the amount of pay­ 
ments to be made by the companies from one 
month, as now, to three months. 
Third—It makes the settlements and pay­ 
ments semi-annual instead of annual. 
Fourth—It authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to transfer the moneys now in the 
Treasury and due said companies to the sink­ 
ing fund. 
The fourth section of the bill extends the 
provisions of the Act. as well as those of the 
Act of which it is amendatory, to those per­ 
sons or companies who become possessors of 
the roads by lawful purchase or by consolida­ 
tion.The fifth section of the bill extends to pro­ 
visions of the Sinking Fund Act to the Kansas 
Pacific, Central Branch of the Union Pacific 
and Sioux City and Pacific Railroads, since 
those three roads were created by the same 
Acts as the Central Pacific and Union Pacific 
roads, and constitute money subsidy roads. 
C onsul Jlosby a n d Ills Operations at 
H ongkung. 
C hicago, April 7th.- The Inter-Ocean s 
Washington special says: A private letter 
just received here from Colonel Mosby con­ 
tains some additional comments, in his pe­ 
culiar style, on the peculations and corrup­ 
tions of Bailey, his predecessor iu the Con­ 
sulate at Hongkong, aud of other American 
Consular officials in the East. 
Colonel 
Mosby turned over to the Department, on 
account of fees, more than §11,000 for the 
first year of his incumbency, ending in Feb­ 
ruary last, which is several thousand dollars 
more than was returned by Bailey during the 
same period. He says that on account of 
the great ex[>ense of living there is not much 
inducement to an honest man to accept the 
position of United States Consol. He seems 
to think that his efforts in behaif of an hon­ 
est administration of United States Consul­ 
ates and of the exposure of corrupt officials 
have not been appreciated, for he says he has 
received several rebukes from the Department 
of State, but not a word of encouragement. He 
then says: “ The reasons why I have not re­ 
turned are these: I have been threatened 
with dismissal for uncovering the frauds out 
here, and I want to give the Administration 
an opportunity of carrying out their threats, 
and tnereby signalizing their zeal for civil 
service reform by punishing the only man 
whom they have appointed to office who has 
tried to reform it I continue to hold the 
fort here because I have not yet completed 
my investigation, and if I were to resign now 
and go home, the ring would claim it as a vic­ 
tory for the thieves, and say I resigned under 
complusion. I shall show them that I will 
remain as long as I choose.” The frankness 
with which Mosby has criticised the Presi­ 
dent, Secretary Evarts aud others of his 
superior officers has not been at all relished 
by them, and has been very destructive to 
discipline ; but there is no doubt that be has 
done m uch good in uncovering frauds which 


have been practiced for a long time by 
American Consuls in China. He has carried 
on his investigations in the guerilla fashion, 
and the good he has done would have been ap­ 
proved had he used somewhat more discre­ 
tion iu his methods. 
The Colored Cadet “* Oulrage." 
P oughkeepsie, April 7th.—Whittaker 
says of the men who assaulted him last night 
that one was tall and the other short. Both 
were masked. One struck him with an In­ 
dian club (which was bloodstained), clipped 
his hair and cut his ears. He knew nothing 
more until he was found by the doctor. 
Whittaker was then taken to the hospital, 
stripped and examined. Not a bruise was 
found on him, and the doctor, telling him he 
was not hurt, sent him on duty. General 
Schofield says every cadet has been ex­ 
amined, and none has any knowledge of the 
affair. He says Whittaker is not a brilliant 
scholar, and says, as an examination comes 
next month, he might have put it off a year 
by going to the hospital. He has always 
been a quiet, modest and well-treated 
student. Should it he discovered that this is 
his own doings, he will be dismissed in dis­ 
grace. The intimation was pretty ttrong 
that Whittaker was his own persecutor. 
General Schofield, however, states that this 
theory is merely conjecture, and the final re­ 
sult is not yet reached. 
P ou ghkeepsie, April 7th.— The Cadet 
Whittaker is very indignant at |the suspicion 
that he mutilated himself, and he asked for a 
Court of Inquiry, which will convene Friday.

The Emperor, even if convinced of the serious 
intentions of his illustrious servant would 
not readily grant the liberty he demanded. 
The Chancellor probably does not care 
whether or not the proposed exempt stamp 
tax is adopted. But on reflection he discovers 
that this is a convenient opportunity for al­ 
tering the .state of things in the Federal 
Council which has long annoyed him. 
L ondon, April 7th.—The Times' Berlin 
special says: On all hands it is not for a 
moment doubted that Bismarck will succeed 
in carrying his point, and in the interview to 
which he was summoned by the Emperor he 
doubtless heard enough to induce him to 
withdraw his resignation.

B erlin, April 7th.—Bismarck is so ill that 
he has not slept for several nights, and walks 
or stands with difficulty. His family urge 
rest and quiet.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE NEW POLICE MANAGEMENT. 
At 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon all the 
regular and special police officers assembled 
at the Chief’s office for an assignment to 
duty. 
After calling, the roll, Chief Kareher ad­ 
dressed the officers upon the subject of their 
duty, urging them to be diligent, considerate, 
fearless, and always courteous in their ac­ 
tions. He referred them especially to Sec­ 
tion 1 of the rules and regulations established 
by him eight years ago, when he first became 
Chief of Police. 
It reads as follows: “ Members of the 
department must he civil and respectful to 
the public, and upon all occasions perform 
their duties with good temper, discretion and 
firmness. Forbearance under provocation, 
and a temperate though firm deportment will 
insure a policeman support in the discharge 
of his duty, while a violent and excited man­ 
ner or indiscreet altercation will destroy his 
individual influence, and may draw down 
public odium on the whole department. 
Every policeman must recollect that in mak­ 
ing an arrest he is not justified in using 
more force than is actually necessary for 
the safe custody of the parties until he con­ 
veys them to the station house. It is the 
duty of a policeman to keep prisoners safely, 
but he has no right to punish them, and 
must not use language calculated to offend 
or provoke them. A policeman must be cau­ 
tious never to iuterfere unnecessarily, but 
when required to act should do so with dis­ 
cretion and boldness, and may arrest any one 
who opposes him in the discharge or his 
duty.” 
_ 
_ 
He also called attention to Section 8, which 
reads : “ Each and every officer and Captain 
shall report to the Chief in writing each and 
every fact and circumstance and information 
of which they may become possessed in any 
manner whatever, which might reflect dis­ 
credit on the department or any member of 
it. All members of the department are pro­ 
hibited from making assertions or using lan­ 
guage tending to the discredit or reflecting on 
the integrity of police officers, until the facts 
have beeu reported in writing to the ^ Chief 
and action taken thereon by the Commission­ 
ers. An indulgence in the practice of 
scandal and the repetition of rumors af­ 
fecting the character of another offi­ 
cer tends to lower the department 
in public estimation, and to create and foster 
ill-feeling and animosity among the men, and 
as it tends directly to subvert good discipline, 
will render the offending party liable to dis­ 
missal. All reports made in obedience to 
this order must be delivered personally to the 
Chief.” 
. 
The hours of the day and the night and 
day watch will remain as heretofore estab­ 
lished. Four regular officers will he on street 
duty in the day and four at night, chang­ 
ing each week, so that officers may^ do 
both day and night duty alternately. The 
respective heats will remain the same as in 
the past. The following detail has beeu made 
and will he observed unless changes are nec­ 
essary :

Beat 1—Xorth of the alley between J anil 
K streets, and west of Sixth street—Frank 
itider and .1. M. Woods. 
Beat 2—South of the same alley and west 
of Sixth-11. F. ¿’razee and O. C. Jackson. 
Beat 3—North of the alley and east of 
Sixth street—J. J. Carroll and I’rank Smith. 
Beat 4—South of the alley and eaBt of 
Sixth street. 
Tim Lee will be Bailiff of the Police Court, 
Walter B. Ferral day keeper of the prison, 
and Frank Fredericks keeper at night. 
Some of the discontinued officers still for­ 
mally report for duty, though notified that in 
the future no duty can be assigned to them. 
They reassert their intention of carrying the 
matter of their discontinuance into the Court3 
for a decision. 
Chief Kareher has issued an order that the 
Bailiff of the Court, when in Court or at the 
depot, and also the keepers of the prison 
shall wear their stars exposed, so that any 
one in search of an officer can easily recog­ 
nize them.

D on't K ill the B irds.—Swallows are 
numerous in the city now, and are busily en­ 
gaged in building nests and chasing the 
winged insects of the atmosphere. The in­ 
exorable law of nature is that he who kills 
one of the birds mu-t, as a penalty, be tor­ 
tured with all the pain which can be inflicted 
by starved-out Marysville mosquitoes that are 
flocking here in search of thin-skiuned mem­ 
bers of the Legislature.

GOV. PERKINS’ RECEPTION. 


A BRILLIANT ARRAY OF CITIZENS OF 
THE STATE.

Such was the form of invitation that 
was prefatory of the fact that Gover­ 
nor Perkins and wife held a reception 
at the Pavilion last evening. Very few peo­ 
ple, without personal inspection, would sup­ 
pose it possible for the old Pavilion to be capa­ 
ble of transformation into anything resembling 
grace and beauty ; but it was accomplished 
last night in a large degree. Indeed, the 
great halls were made exceedingly present­ 
able. On the occasion of the first reception 
by Governor Perkins, Mr. Boyne decorated 
the Pavilion, and with limited resources suc­ 
ceeded in breaking its angular lines and re­ 
ducing greatly its chilling and barnlike 
character. But last night he did more. With 
ampler resources, more assistants, and profit­ 
ing by his former experience, he succeeded in 
imparting to the vast structure a great de­ 
gree of warmth of feeling in rounding it into 
proportions of no little beauty, and in cover­ 
ing its rough walls until thev resembled those 
of some gorgeous tapestried hall in a baron­ 
ial castle of the olden time. Compared 
with the dressings of the hall at the 
first reception, the decorations of last night 
eclipsed them completely. The designs u ere 
better, the arrangement of colors more har­ 
monious, and the drapings of a character to 
create the impression of soft and curving 
liues in an architecture otherwise rude, cold 
and more than severe. The main hall was 
the recepition and ball-room. The floor was 
completely covered with white cloth, from 
the edges of which arose on three sides four 
terraces of seats also clothed in white. Above 
these the walls were thickly hung and fairly 
covered over with banners, bearing the coats 
of arms of the States and Territories, and 
with shields, flags, streamers, scrolls, ban­ 
nerets, drooping evergreen festoons witli 
flowers, heavy bunting, national flags, and 
border dressings rising dear to the ceiling. 
Near the head of the hall, and on its central 
line, was a’great canvas, bearing a design 
prepared for the occasion, and being the most 
attractive decorative effect in the room. It 
embraced a composite pediment resting on 
half columns. On its face ran the words, 
“ Defense not Defiance.” 
Beneath hung 
a great golden star, above rose the shield and 
initials of the Union, and on the apex an 
eagle with outspread wings seemed floating 
out of a golden sun-burst. Below the shield 
in a wreath of bays were the letters “ N. G. 
Cal.” Flanking either side of the whole de­ 
sign were graceful groups of flags, and flank­ 
ing these M ere other banners and streamers, 
while beneath the whole ran a deep blue- 
cloth border, with embroidered and orna­ 
mental edge, entirely across the hall, over­ 
hung with dark red liues of bunting gathered 
into short festoon-like folds. Beneath and 
beyond this arrangement of colors, drapery 
and painted design, and placed upon the 
north wall was an arrangement of the flags car­ 
ried by the California voluuteers in the late 
war, all mounted on staffs, and so grouped as 
to produce a very pleasant effect. The oppo­ 
site end of the hall was partitioned off be­ 
neath the gallery, so as to give a passage-way 
to the dressing-rooms, and this partition con­ 
sisted of a white base, above which arose en­ 
tirely across the hall the painted design of a 
battlemented wall, with two great barbicans 
for the main entrances to the hall from the 
dressing.rooms and the stairway. Upon this 
wall military arms were grouped, and the 
whole was dressed in banners and festoons, 
and hung with shields and scrolls and like 
designs. 
Above 
the battlements de­ 
pended, 
row upon 
row, flags, ban­ 
nerets and banners. From the hall ceiling 
on diagonal lines, and also along the lines 
of the parallelogram cut by the diagonals, 
were rows of banners with the coats-of-arms 
and colors of all nations, interspersed here 
and thtre with long banners. From three 
central points on the ceiling ran in long, 
graceful, drooping lines great numbers of 
streamers of various colors, which swept down 
to the chandeliers and had their ends caught 
up here and there upon the distant walls. 
All the gas hangings were dressed with ever­ 
greens, and beneath hung numerous cages 
with feathered songsters. The decorations 
were so arranged, and the mottoes so chosen, 
and the designs so drawn, as, witli the inter­ 
mingling of the arms of war, to give to the 
whole a semi-military tone and character 
sufficiently prominent to arrest the atten­ 
tion of even the most careless and 
least artistically inclined observer. 
On 
some 
of 
the 
banners 
ran 
these 
words: “ Company A, Light Battery,” 
“ Union Guard, Company A, Gatling Bat­ 
tery,” “ Fifth Infantry Battalion,” “ Union 
is Strength,” " Second Infantry Regiment,” 
“ Liberty and Union Forever,” “ First Artil­ 
lery Regiment, Fourth Brigade,” “ FirstCav­ 
alry Battalion,” “ Third Infantry Regiment,” 
“ U. A. R., Department of California,” “ First 
Infantry Regiment,” etc. One of the best 
features of the plan of decoration was the 
placing of the music stage on one side of the 
hall, instead of building it around the foun­ 
tain. This left the fountain standing out 
aione, w’ith its graceful outlines but partly 
concealed by drooping plants, and its white 
marble brought into strong contrast with the 
vivid green of palms and ferns, and choice 
plants placed in uros here and there 
about the margin and upon the cen­ 
tral upper basin. 
The smaller hall, 
though less elaborately decorated, was 
still dressed to a degree in keeping 
with the main hall, and the arches 
opening into the latter were partly filled with 
false pillars bearing broad ornaments, cor­ 
nices and deep lambrequins. In the small 
hall were spread four long tables by W. F. 
Peterson, the caterer, who, while he has 
made more elaborate showings of his art, has 
not exhibited greater taste than that shown 
last evening iu the dressing of the tables al­ 
luded to. The pieces, while not greatly nu 
merou», were all of chaste design and admir­ 
able execution, and the dishes were ample 
and of the choicest. The military character 
was preserved here in the ornamentation of 
the confections and other center pieces. 
The chief of these were pyramids of liberty 
and the figure of Washington mounted on his 
war horse, a soldier of the national guard in 
full uniform, a sailor of the United States 
navy and miniature pieces of artillery. All 
these figures were skillfully made, and at­ 
tracted much deserved attention. The sup­ 
per, laid for such a great assemblage, while 
it testified to the bounteous hospitality of the 
hosts of the evening, reflected credit upon his 
caterer, and did the judgment of both justice. 
The wine and smoking-rooms were located at 
the south emlof the supper room, and were cut 
off from it by a fight three-quarter partition of 
white cloth, and these were also under the 
charge and direction of tbecatererof the even­ 
ing. The dishes for the collation presented this 
variety, and were served by a small army of 
colored waiters: Roast turkey stuffed with 
truffles, roast chicken, roast spring chicken a 
la Cressen, decorated ham, smoked tongue, 
assorted relishes, chicken and lobster salad, 
assorted sandwiches, assorted fancy small 
cakes, assorted large decorated cakei and 
tarts, assorted pyramids, Charlotte russe 
montoes, jellies in variety, rice vanilla, as­ 
sorted candies, assorted fruits, hot tea, coffee 
and chocolate, orange ice, Roman punch, 
ice cream. In additiou the caterer had 
a stand at the north end of the 
main hall, where the thoughtfulness of the 
hosts provided lemonade and like light bever 
ages for the ladies. This stand was dressed 
i:i white and hung about with long lace cur­ 
tains. The ladies’ rooms were on this occa­ 
sion provided with racks for the deposit and 
numbering of the hats and wraps of the 
ladies—an improvement over all former ar­ 
rangements at the Pavilion on occasions of 
this character. The gentlemen's hat-room 
was on the lower floor, and was large and 
better provided with racks than ever before. 
In addition it was properly atteuded by com­ 
petent employes, and the confusion of the 
last occasion did not arise. 
The hall and rooms were arranged under the 
superintendence of O. P. Dodge, who in 
that capacity, remained in charge of the hall 
last eveniDff and of the battalion of employees 
necessary to the management of such a large 
undertaking. Such were the arrangements 
for the reception, the effects for the eye and 
the preparations for the entertainment of the 
guests, who began to arrive as early as 8 p 
9 the great hall ^aá i*eli tilled, and 
Governor Perkins and wife began to receive 
their gnests. They were assisted by Lieuten­ 
ant-Governor Mansfield, and Mrs. Hutch­ 
ings of San Francisco, and for a time by 1. 
J. Clnnie and wife, and by the following 
members of the Governor’s staff, in uniform : 
Adjutant-General Backus, Captain Goodall, 
Colonel Harney, Colonel Dodge, Colonel Den­ 
son, Lieut.-Col. Spreckles, Colonel Graniss, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Flood and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Dimond. The first received, except 
a few ladies and gentlemen who were early in 
attendance, were the military officers who 
had responded to the invitation. 
These 
formed a long and brilliant line, as in their 


glittering uniforms they marched into the 
halL All the following were in the fine, or 
very soon thereafter paid their respects to 
their hosts. Of her Britannic Majesty’s iron­ 
clad ship Triumph—Commander Ackland, 
Lieutenants Sewell, Chisholm, Simmonds, 
Douglas, Coddington, Eden, Sub-Lieuten­ 
ants Steele and Nelson, Surgeons Queeley aud 
Charlton, Chaplain Reed, Assistant Paymas­ 
ter Parnell and Assistant Secretary Hayton.

When these had been presented, the other 
guests followed in long fines for an hour. It 
was a brilliant array. Representative citi­ 
zens from Red Bluff, Chico, Marysville, 
Auburn, Truckee, Reno, Virginia, Carson, 
San Francisco, Vallejo, Stockton, Galt, Lodi, 
Visalia, Oakland, San Jose, Santa Clara, 
Gilroy, Santa Cruz, Berkeley, Alameda, San 
Mateó, Folsom, lone, Sutter Creek, Moke- 
lumue Hill, Sonora, Suisun, Petaluma, So­ 
noma, Napa, Healdsburg and other towns 
and cities were in the line, many accompa­ 
nied by their wives and daughters. In addi­ 
tion were the Senators and Assemblymen of 
the Legislature, all the State officers and a 
large number of attaches and numbers of the 
privates and subordinate officers of compa­ 
nies of the National Guard of California. 1 
The costumes of the ladies, contrary 
to expectation, excelled those of the 
first reception, 
and while full half 
were 
present 
in 
plain 
dress, 
the 
remainder were attired with an elaborateness 
which brought the gathering up to the rank 
of a full dress ball. It was noticeable, how­ 
ever, that this contrast in dress in no wise 
embarrassed any, and that the social charac­ 
ter of the reception was not thereby marred 
in the least, nor was the freedom of any 
under restrain by reason of simplicity of at­ 
tire. At 10 P. 51. Church, Jones & Beebe’s 
full orchestra struck up the grand march, and 
a large part of the company, then numbering 
fully 2,503 persons, formed in the line, led by 
the Governor and wife. The scene from the 
gallery or elevated seats at this time was 
brilliant, and surpassed that of any similar 
gathering here, save only the late inaugura­ 
tion ball, which has few equals on record for 
elaborateness of toilettes or brilliancy of 
effect. Dancing continued until 11 o’clock, 
when the supper-rooin^jvas thrown open and 
the gnests accommodated in such numbers as 
the tables would receive from time to time. 
Meanwhile dancing went on, the numbers of 
the programme being fourteen. During the 
intermission between parts 1 and 2 the Gat­ 
ling Band, present in full uniform, played 
choice selections, which added greatly to the 
pleasure of the guests. The city of Sacra­ 
mento was represented at this reception by 
great numbers of her leading citizens, and by 
the youth, beauty and wealth of the com­ 
munity, and as well by the leading citizens 
representing the mechanic arts, the manu­ 
facturing and mercantile lines, and the bar, 
bench and pulpit. 
The ball was under the floor direction of 
Director D. B. Jackson. Floor Managers—

Fleet, Major Harry W. Carroll, Captain H. 
A. Weaver, of Sacramento; Colonel Harry T.

Senate. 
Wasiii.votos, April 7th.—In the absence of the 
Vice-President, Thurman was chosen to preside. 
haton, from the Committee on Appropriations, 
reported back the consular appropriation bill. 
Placed on calendar. 
Saunders’resolution, instructing-the Indian Com­ 
mittee to inquire into the expediency of removing 
the Santee Indians from Nebraska to the Ponca 
Reservation, was adopted. 
Dawes moved to reconsider the vote, and opposed 
the removal of the Poncas to any other tribe. 
Discussion on the Ponca question ensued. Kirk­ 
wood declared that the rejtorts about the sufferings 
of the Poncas were greatly exaggerated. 
After the inoming hour Saulsbury said to-morrow 
he would call up the Kellojig-Siiofford case as a 
privileged question. 
Kirkwootl moved to strike out the words “ or 
until the President shall be convinced every possible 
effort to effect such surrender has been made, so 
that no money shall be paid the Utes until the 
murderers shall be given up.” Kirkwood would 
vote for no bill that did not provide for the surren­ 
der of the murderers and outrages. 
Whyte thought some policy of treating the In­ 
dians sho jld be adopted that would not clmuge with 
every discovery of a mine. 
Deck opposed treaties with the Indians. We 
could never have peace with the ludians while the 
Interior Department managed them. We must treat 
them fairly and punish them proj>erly. He feared 
the bill would encourage the Indians to commit 
more crimes. He would vote for Kirkwood's amend­ 
ment. 
Ingalls thought it unadvisable to risk a Ute war 
by insisting on their surrender. The bill was not 
perfect, but the best that could be done under the 
circumstances. 
McMullan advocated Kirkwood’s amendment, lest 
the Indians be impressed with the weakness of 
the Government and be encouraged to commit more 
crimes. 
Kirkwood was willing to modify his amendmei t 
so as to provide that the agreement shall not take 
effect until the guilt}- men are shewn to be dead or 
left us. He thought the clause should be amended 
so as to include the men who committed the out­ 
rages lifter the massacre. 
Vest wished the criminals given up, but asked 
under what law they could be punished. The Su­ 
primióme Court has decided that when we treat with 
tribes as independent nations wre have no jurisdic­ 
tion over crimes committed on their reservation. 
Kirkwood said that was a disputed point, and so 
long as it was he preferred not to believe that there 
was 110 law to punish an Indian. 
Kirkwood's amendment, thus modified, was 
adopted—ayes 35, noes 11. 
Dawes offered an amendment providing that the 
$25,000 set apart by the agreement of 1»74 shall be 
expended in the practical industrial education of 
the youth of the Utes. 
Teller, Ingalls and Allison opposed the amend­ 
ment, thinking a distribution of 1 hat fund should 
be left, as by treaty, iu the discretion of the Presi­ 
dent.Pendleton advocated the amendment. 
Pending the debate the Senate adjourned. 
II on.ho. 
W ashington, April 7th.—The Dan’ ing Com­ 
mittee authorized Price to report a bill repealing 
the hunk check stamp. The committee rose and the 
matter was reported. 
* 
Sparks offered an amendment to the army sur­ 
geon bill, coming from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, which was deleated in Committee of the 
\V hole. He then wanted the House vote upon it, 
and that Clymer, who has charge of the army ap­ 
propriations bill, should promise that it might be 
offered in the House. 
Clyrner refused, and denied that the Military 
Committee had applied to have the amendment 
voted on. 
Thereupon Sparks became very angry, and accused 
Clymer of having been bulldozed, and then leaning 
over his desk shook his fist violently at Clymer, tell 
itig him several times that if he insinuated th^t the 
amendment was not from the Military Committee 
he lied.
